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The reports that have appeared in the daily pa- 


vers during the past week of the meet- 
ings of the city commissioners reveal 
an alarming state of affairs. There can be 


no question that the city has suffered to an enormous 
extent in the past by launching out on large expen- 
citures without the benefit of adequate technical 
advice. The condition of the plant down under the 
hill, as described by the Francis report and confirm- 
ed by others who have looked into it, should leave 
no doubt on this point. 

But when the time came the other day for the 
letling of a new contract and Mr. Bouillon raised 
strong objections to doing so, stating that the city 
might as well throw $16,000 into the river, the may- 
ci replied that they did not ‘want to waste time over 
technicalities.” 

The average citizen does, as a. matter of fact, 
waste his time when he comes to discuss technicali- 
lies. But it is very important that someone should 
consider these; and what we want is to be assured 
that this part of the city’s planning is being properly 
attended to. What evidence is there that this is now 
being done? Mr. Bouillon, who, whatever his 
faults, should know something about these matters, 
is overruled, and the city committed to expenditure 


r) in the face of the most explicit warnings from him. 


Take the problem of water supply. No one 
needs to be reminded of all the trouble which this 
has occasioned in the past. Only ‘last Sunday the 
citizens were put to very serious inconvenience and 
tisk through an interruption in the service. This 
leads Mr. Bouillon to condemn the whole system and 
+o point out that unless steps are taken immediately 
ic remodel this, the city will be exposed to the 
sravest perils. What chance is there for intelligent 
action looking to the avoidance of such disasters as 
lhe forecasts with the city’s affairs being conducted 
as they are at present? 

Is it not time that these bickerings should cease 
and that the city’s business should go on in a rational 
fashion? The council has yet to give its decision 
following the recent investigation. The members 
should pause before they decide to add to the exist- 
ing anarchy by carrying out their original intention 
of letting the public utilities commissioner go. The 
worst that can be said against him is that he is a hard 
man to work with. Everything that he has done 
has led one to the conviction that in connection with 
the big problems that the city has to deal with, we 
are in need of his guidance. Another man of his 
ability, who at the same timé has not his admitted 

@eiects of temperament, would not be easy to pick 
up. If he is dismissed the outlook is a most serious 
one. It is bad “enough in any case after all the 
events of the past five or six months. What is re- 
q'red undoubtedly is that he not only be retained 
in his position but that he be given a free hand after 
the fashion that was intended when he was brought 
lere. 


The death of Mr. McArthur, the member for 
Gleichen, will bring about a test of public opinion on 
matters of provincial politics that will affect the gov- 
ernment of Mr. Sifton in no small degree. The pub- 
lic is already looking forward to the session next fall. 
With the A. and G. WW. money still tied up by legal 
proceedings, and likely to be for a long while, and 
with the company threatening a heavy suit for dam- 
ages, the administration will not occupy a very en- 
viable position in any case when it faces the House.

Read the ‘News’ 
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At the Winnipeg Horse Show 


To attempt to send in copy 
from Winnipeg this week and not 
touch on Horse Show matters, 
would be both foolish, and frank- 
lv, almost impossible. No one 
is talking or thinking- anything 
else. 

The shop-windows for a month 
have been full of the trophy cups 
to be competed for. Everywhere 
you look are the most fascinating 
posters announcing the approach 
of this smart event. Riding togs 
for the men, and distracting cos- 
tumes and hats for the women, 
beckon irresistible invitations from 
every down-town window. Dress- 
makers and milliners declare that 
another week like this last would 
drive them crazy, while all the 
horse-flesh in town, from high- 
stepping hacknevs to the stolid 
magnificently built draft fellows, 
are glistening with good,care, and 
seem quite aware of the fact that 
next week is their big time. 

The show will be formally 
opened on Monday night, June 
6th by the Lieutenant-Governor, 
accompanied by a guard or honor 
composed of picked men from 
Strathcona’s Horse. There has 
been rivalry among the principal 
exhibitors, and the success of the 
affair, at the time of; writing, 
seems well assured. 

Last. night (Friday),:1 went 
with a party to a rehearsal for the 
jumping class. I was glad to go 
on m: .y scores, as it both enabled 
me tw. get a general idea of the 
Horse Show Ampitheatre, a 


’ ‘building constructed for the pur- 
“pose, with a show ring somewhat 


larger: than at Madison Square 
Gardens in New York, and also 
because it gave me some concep- 
tion of how a keen horse lover 
and interested exhibitor, looks 
such on event. 

Rehearsals for Horse Show pur- 
poses I find, are unlike rehearsals 
for almost anything else you can 
name, in that they are really more 
exciting and interesting than the 
final performance. The reason 
for this is undoubtedly the innate 
fear a horse has of strange sur- 
roundings, his dislike of the glare 
and noise of the show ring, and 
probably his rider’s early nervous- 
ness in the game. By the actual 
night of the performance a great 
deal of the actual strangeness has 
worn away, both rider and horse 
have found themselves, and events 
pass off smoothly, though without 
much of the grand-stand play that 
make the rehearsals at the same 
time a delight and a breath-hold- 
ing experience. 

Only the good judges of a 
horse, with the exception of a few 
interlopers like myself, hung on 
the rails last night to watch the 
trv-outs. But those few made up 
in interest what they lacked in 
numbers. Among these might be 
mentioned Mr. D.C. Cameron, 
Mr. Lowes, Sr., and Mr. Chipman, 
the first three having entries in the 
jumping event that make them 
spoken of as the likeliest winners. 

The jumping class promises to 
be a verv large one. and 1 saw two 
Jadies give very fine exhibitions, 
Mrs. Homer Dixon and Mrs. 
(Capt.) Vaux of the Barracks. 
A young lad, Master Leslie Homet 
Dixon, and a wee hoy, Charlie 
Tuprer. also gave well applauded 
accounts of themselves. 

It is great sport to listen to those 
in the set that ought to know the 
game, picking their favorites. One 
is for one type of horse, another 
for another. What is described 
as a magnificent Irish hunter by 
ene, is termed a mule-necked 
skate by his neighbor.

me of the humanness of the king 
of four-footed animals. Horses 
and women—I write women ad- 
visedly—are pretty much alike. 
Today they will be good—to-mor- 
row—ah, well! They may think 
better of it. 

One beautiful creature would 
come in and go through her paces 


like an angel. Over the gate, 
over the brush-fence, over the 
heart-breaking stone wall, and 


last the water jump. The next, 
perhaps a better mare, most like- 
ly a class or two above the first, 
would enter, crushing and crowd- 
ing every man-jack or horse near 
her, would prance around on her 
tipmost toes, and then give such a 
performance of devilishness and 
contrariness, as would do credit to 
the covest of her human sex. 

She would take the jumps more 
easily than she could fight her rid- 
er. But no, she would kick up 
her heels and take her medicine— 
Surrender! Never! 

It is such uncertainty that must 
make the showing of high spirited 
horse flesh ever a dangerous gam- 
ble, but there that’s the joy of it— 
any man’s game, till the last 
stretch, the last jump—the last 
second. 

The bringing of the Lowes’ 
string of horses to the Show, has 
evidently added a great deal of in- 
terest and uncertainty to the class- 
es they are entering. They are 
good sports, here in Winnipeg, 
and I have already heard more 
than one competing exhibitor ex- 
press satisfaction that the Calgary 
horses will go up against them. 
Not in the Cow-town itself is there 
more admiration expressed for 
Mr. Lowes’ splendid horses than 
here in the rival city. Out in the 
stables, Going Some, So Am I, 
Lord and Lady Tuck, Calgary Lass 
and Paddy hold as brilliant a re- 
ception as many a lady in her din- 
ing room, while poor sweet Katy 
Did, in the box stall in the corner, 
miserably and hopelessly for show 
purposes, ill with pneumonia, is 
asked for as solicitously as if she 
was some popular beauty, while a 
groom, who adores her, waits on 
her as tenderly as a woman, and 
curses under his breath. that the 
girl can’t show the Peggers, not 
only what she has ‘‘did,’”’ but can 
do. 

Paddy's the divil that keeps the 
boys guessing. He appear to he 
possesed. Oh, but it’s the jumps 
that lad can take, I'll tell vou. and 
if Mr. Lowes, old show man that 
he is, does sort of cock his eve 
when he stalks in from the ring, 
he has a right to. On all sides it 
is generally acimitted Paddy will 
take ‘‘some beating.” 

Winnipeggers are great horse 
fanciers, and at the auction sale of 
hoxes, held on Monday night in 
the bidding was decidedly keen, 
some of them fetching over $200. 

Of the prominent exhibitors 
may be mentioned the president 
of the Association, Mr. A. “\. Nan- 
ton, the vice-president. Mr. Hugh 
Sutherland and Mr. D. C. Camer- 
on, while of course the Misses 
Chipman will be well in the front 
in the saddle and harness and pony 
classes. : 

Among the foremnst of the lady 
riders and drivers. who will take 
part in the Show. are Miss Mar- 
gery Chipman, Mrs. F. Homer 
Dixon, Mrs. Russell Cowans and 
Miss Della Lemon. Each are not 
only considered aualified as ex- 
perts in- local circles. but compe- 
tent judges are of opinion that 
Miss Margery Chipman and Mrs, 
F. Homer Dixon are equal to re- 
presenting Canada at anv Horse 
Show, not excepting New York ar 
Olympia. 

Anyone not acquainted with 
the details of the appointments re- 
guired and the practice of the ring 
would find themselves sadly want- 
ing in the competitions. The 
hundred and one things needed, 
not to speak of the education and 
preparation of the horses heing 
now reduced almost to a fine art. 

Although the decorations in the 
Ampitheatre were not yet com-

pleted, last night, they promise to 
be very fine. Blue and gold are 
the local Horse Show colors, and 
the great glass-domed building, . 
with soft drapings of the effective 
tones, countless baskets of 'flow- 
ers, gold horse-shoes and similar. 
trophies of the occasion, even 
then, had undergone a complete 
transformation. All ‘over \town 
you see these same colors effect- 
ively employed.

They tagged the horses and 
they tagged the cars, dogs did not 
escape them. It was a regular 
rag-tag of a time generally. 

Little girls and boys who didn’t 
look as if they had one copper to 
rub against another, wore a red- 
cross button, or flaunted a great 
medal affair, pinned on a ribbon 
with some mystic hospital sign.

“The city commissioners have 
notified all street car crews that

Nature’s protective schemes are 
varied and curious, and deceive 
the human as well as the animal 
intelligence. J. W. Gregory in 
“The Great Rift Valley” describes 
a new flower which he came a- 
cross in an African forest. He

1 pushed my stick 
through the bush to pull the flow- 
erer toward me, when, to my sur- 
prise, all the flowers and buds 
jumped off in all directions, 

“There were similar clusters 
near, and when Mr. Watson came 
up, I pointed out one and asked 
him if he knew its genus.

“The arrangement of the insect 
colony was that of green buds a- 
bove and pink flowers below.

This has been 
found five miles to the east 
and the tests to which it has been 
subjected are quite as satisfactory 
as in the case ofthe marl. The 
coal supply.and. transportation are 
two other matters that also have 
to be. carefully considered: But 
the company could not be more 
fortunately circumstanced in these 
respects. Its plant is situated in 
the heart of a district where enor- 
mous coal mining development jis 
going on.
